T h # Tex m firnnd vessel, the Invinciblo, sailed from 


N ew Orleans on the 13th for Galveston Buy, carry ­ 
ing out Hr. \rcbcr, ( ’oloml W harton, and several 


young men, who aro gone to join in the campaign. 
T he following extract« are taken from the New (Jr- 


lean« journals. 
By tiro arrival of the Schr Shenandoah from T exas, 
it nppenrs that there is but little likelihood of an en­ 
gagement betw een the contending parties. 
T he tul- 
vHtico guard of either arm y, it i« believed, aro not 
Within one hundred and fifty miles of one another, and 
there was scarcely any probability of the Mexican ar­ 
my advancing# as they were slioit of provisions, and 
every necessary munition of war. 
Our informant states, that a few days before ho left 
T exas, there win much indignation expressed among 
the soldiery against Faftln A nna— and that they had 
made an attempt to »hoot him, hut were prevented l»y 
the timely interference of his guards. 
A pistol shot 
was filed at Santa A nna hut did him no injury. 
T he 
exciu ment rose from the fact of the return of the Mexi­ 
can Army into Texas. 
T o prevent any harm reaching 
him from the enraged soldiery, his guard has been 
doubled. 
T he Texan force is estimated nt about 3000 m en, 
bid from the number of volunteers flocking in, parties* 
hnly from the western and southern States, it was pre­ 
sumed that in a few weeks it would be augmented to 
6000 men. 
Cos and other officers, with about 400 
prisoners, arc at Galveston island. 
It is said to he the 
intention o f the Texans, in case the Mexicans ultuck 
thorn, to put all their prisoners to the sword. 
T he Mexicans (5000 strong) under the command of 
G srruro, were at the N urses, waiting reinforcements. 
It is rumored that Banta Anna has written to Presi­ 
dent Jackson, asking him, or tho government, to be 
security for any treaty which he may enter into with 
the Toga 11*. 
Gen. Houston had not arrived when tho Shenandoah 
sailed. 
Lam ar, appointed comm ander-in-chief in his 
absence, it is supposed would resign on his return. 
A lew days previous to the depurture of tho Shenan­ 
doah, an individual by the name of Barts, died at Co­ 
lumbia. 
T he general presumption was, that his real 
name was Barton, tho cashier of the Albany Bunk, 
who absconded some lime since in consequence o f the 
depredations which he committed while cashier of that 
institution. 
H e bad in his possession fifteen thousand 
dollars.

B old H ighw ay R o b b e r y .-A savage, dirty-look- 
ing ruffian, named JoAn M orrison, b r o u g h t up by 
Constable Tallant, of the North W atch, upon a charge ol 
robbing Capt. John Davis, of New \ ork, of the sum of 
$8.00, in Haverhill street, on Friday night, about 10 
o ’clock. 
The first witness examined was 
('apt. John Davis.— I had been down at the wharf 
[on the New LandJ, and coming home, near the wlinrf, 
this man at« pped up to me, and began talking to me about 
his landlady—he said sIms had pawned his coal lor $1.50, 
though it cost him $13.00. 
He kept on talking till he 
said it cost Jifteen dollars, and I tried to gel rid of him 
w ithoul answering, hut when he got the price of the coat 
up to seventeen dollars, I a.«k<*d him how it Could lie that. 
Ins coat arose « 0 much in value in such short time. 
He 
did’nt make much ol an answer, and I turned uwny, and 
moved off pretty fast, and had no idea that he was follow­ 
ing me, till he sudden'y came along-side, and thrust his 
hand into my vest pocket and grabbed out a five dollar and 
a one dollar bid. 
I instantly laid hold of him, before he 
had time to ciear, and he took me by the collar, and 
squared off to strike. 
I held on, and, drawing buck iny 
right hand, told him if he moved a single point, 1 would 
knock him down; nnd I would have done so, for 1 was 
determine«! to let him have it fore-and-aft. 
1 am an old 
sailor, and know how to hold fast to a rope a good spell, 
and so I stack to him, without starting tack or sheet, till 
a w atchman came up, and we led him to the watch-house. 
It arren Thaxter, private watclunun, stated the arrest 
as Capt. Davis did ;—he found them grappled together, 
and took Capt. Davis statement for granted. 
J. C. 'Jallant, at the watch-house, searched Morrison, 
and found upon him the money as Davis had described.— 
Morrison stated then that Davis gave him the money. 
The Court here asked Morrison if he had any tiling to 
say why he should not be committed to answer to flic 
charge in a higher court, and he spoke as follows :— 
“ Yer honor, I’d be working on the wharf unloading 
lumber till late, and whin going to my home, I’d be meet­ 
ing that gintieman, who wanted me tell him wliar he’d be 
finding some famale girls, and says he, 1 don’t know the 
»rice of such information in this country of Boston, but 
here's a five dollar bank note til ye—so l took the note, and 
was looking at it, whin says lie to me, if that’s no quite 
the «piantily, I ’d he giving ye another dollar, and wid dat 
he gave the wan dollar; hut I ’d no sooner got the money 
inti 1 me hand, thin he set up a cry that I was nothing hut 
n robber and a thale, so lie did, and that's the way alto­ 
gether that the watchman arrested me entirely, it is ; and 
I ’m ready to swear to it anny time, so 1 am .” 
No man laughed more heartily at Morrison’s defence 
than «lid Davis, who again took the stand, at the request 
of the Court, and, denying of course the imputed liberali­ 
ty for pilotage among the breakers, state«! that he was a 
native of l’russia, but had lived 21 years in New York, 
and that lie was master and part owner of a schooner, now 
in port. 
He also said, that he had at the time of the rob­ 
bery between $200 and $300 in his coat pocket. 
Capt. Nichols, of Boston, was present to vouch for 
Capt. Davis’s character and standing. 
Morrison was committed in default ol bonds to the 
amount of $300. 


IVilliam Donaughy was up for nn assault 011 John

lor Donaughy, he was unknown to most of the oflicers, 
ayd enjoyed a respite till Constable Andrews lighted on 
him , on Friday.
